English and American Books. 

In reference to the American consumption of 
hooks, very erroneous ideas teem to prevail 
We are constantly described as peculiarly a 
reading public, and nine men out of ten will ae 
sert, with vaet complacency, that our superiority 
to our benighted English brethren in thie par- 
ticular ia due to the advantages of free inatitu 
tions. Now the facts of the care are that many 
more books are published in England than in 
America, and an English book designed for 
popular circulation obteine a much larger eale 
than a «milar ieeue with us, Moreover, the 
Englieh have their extensive and widely-d {fused 
circulating libraries, to which oura are utterly 
insignificant. Where the Mercantile Library or 
Astor l’lace wild take a hundred copies of a book 
at sbout a dellar and a half, the famous Mudie's 
Library of London will take three thousand 
copies at some four or five times the price. 
Mudie’s will, in fact, often require for ita cus 
tomere « larger number of copice of a book than 
can be sold in the entire Ucion, even when re- 
printed at a low popular price. As examples 
ot the comparative demands in the two countries 
there are numberlesa cares in point. Smiles’s 
“Self Help” ie a work which, in ite enbyect and 
treatment, is peculiarly euited to Americun ideas 
and feelings; yet, while the Englieh eciiion sold 
over fifty thousand copies, the American reprint, 
although at a lower price, bas probabiv not ro'd 
more than a fifth of that numper. The aame 
author's “ Lives of the Eogineers,” an elaborate 
and high-priced book, sold extensively in Fog 
land, but no American publisher ventured to re 
print it, although free of copyright, and with ita 
numerous drawings and engravings prepared to 
hie hand, The “ Heaven our Home” booka, a 
series of well-written religious eseara, have 
resched their seventy and eighty thousand each 
in Giveat Britain, and their six or seven thon 
sand in America. The (Globe Kdition of “ Shak- 
epeare” is a marvel of compactness, neatnees, 
and cheapness, and reached at once a easle in the 
English market of fifty or eixty thousand copies. 
A Vhiladelp‘ia house imported the work, but 
some two or three thousand are all that have 
heen distributed in the S:ates, although a far 
chesper and neater edition than any of our own 
The Eoglish periodicals are also far more nume 
rous than ours, and ae a rule have larger circu- 
lations. There is, perbapa, no one English 
migazine that has a c'rculation greater than 
that of Harper's; but there are several which 
nearls equal it. Bat nothing exhibits more con- 
clusirely the difference between the two coun 
tries in thia particular than a comparison be. 
tween London and New York tradeeale returna. 
While in one care the vo'umes eold number by 
hundreds, in the other they number by thou- 
sande. Mr. John Murray, indeed, will often eell 
at hie annual trade-sale several thousand copies 
of a book which cannot safely be reprinted in 
America at all. There facta alone refute the 
prevalent notion of our greater book-buying and 
book-reading tastes, an error arieing, probabiy, 
from our larger consumption of cheap daily 
newepapers. - i . ” 

An interesting coneideration in book making 
is the atyle of type. There ia a settled connec 
tion between the form of the letter and the 
thought of the suthor which ia more easily felt 
than analyzed; in one style of type an anthor's 
language will seem compact, in ancther diffuse; 
in ope metal garb it will appear obtuse, and ia 
another eharp and clear. There is what might 
be called an wathetic qoality not enly in the 
form of type, but in the epelling of words; and 
the opposition to Mr. Webster's innovations 
often arises from a Vague perception of the fact. 
When you drop » from r you seem in some 
way to extract all the color and heart out of the 
word. If the idea ie fanciful, why is it that the 
« ia almost universally retained in it 
being diatinctly feltthat to deprive that word of 
even @ letter would be to esacrilegiously deepoil 
it of its sacred completeness '—/ionnd Za!

Domestic 
animale that live out in the open alr winter and 
summer are freer from colds than those that 
live in warm #tebles; and men who are much 
etposed, and constantly breathe air at low tem- 
perature, are lees liable to colde and Influeors 
than those who live constantly in warm rooms. 
All who have horses are aware that to keep « 
stable warm is the surest way for the inmates to 
suffer from constant colda.

The other fact is narrated by Prof. Hind, ia a 
recent interesting work on Labrador, Con 
sumption appears to be all but unknown to the 
natives living wild in the fastnesses of this devo 
late region, la tente made of spruce branches im 
perfeotly lined with ekina, aud more or lers ex 
posed on all sides to the external air; although 
they are exposed to famine and every species of 
hardship, But when these same natiyes come 
doen to the St. Lawrences to take a p@t in the 
fisheries, oooupy well-built bouses, and, being 
well paid, live in comparative juxury, most of 
them in the course of a year or two become con- 
somptive and die miserably. I am fully im. 
pressed with the idea tha: the development of 
the disease under these ciroumetanoes is the re- 
wule of their living in c'o-e houses in « vitiated 
atmoephere, as it no doubt is in our own towne.

The Nose. 

It ie rather a eingular fact that, although the 
eyer, the mouth, the eyebrows, the eyelashes, 
the lipe—in fact, all the other features of the 
face, have received commendation from the 
poets, the nose haa been left slone, without 
much parsing remark. Throughout al! poetical 
literature, there eeems to have been a strict si- 
lence kept on this important subject. No poet 
has ever yet found courage to write an ‘ ode” 
to the nose. One would think it woulu bea 
very good subject, if for nothi:g el*e than for 
its novelty. It certainly is nos worn out, be- 
cause there has been very little, if anything, 
ever written about it. 

Even in conversation, in every day life, very 
light mention is made of the nose. How often 
we hear the expressions: “ What beautiful 
eyes; what rosy lips ;” “ what plump cheeks, ’ 
but how seldom ia the remark made, “ what a 
fine noee!”

The very terms we ure in describing a man's 
nose tend to bring it into contempt! aud make 
os langh. For instance, we say that a moun hae 
a pug nose, a hook nose, @ hatchet nose, a club 
nose, a enuh nose, a potato nore, a peaked nove, 
& parrot’s nose, or a turnedup nose, Some 
thoughtless people designate it es @ snout, a 
proboscis; while others, in speaking of a large 
nose, call it @ promontory. A Frenchman says 
of a clever man, that be has a fine nore; of a 
prudent one, tnat he has a good nose; of a 
proud man, that he carries his pose in the air; 
an inquisitive person i said to poke his nose 
everywhere; a geurmand is Ceecribed as always 
having bis noee in hie plate; that of the scholar 
ia said to be alwaye in hia books, When a: in- 
dividual i¢ growing angry under provocation, 
the French say the mustard is rising to his nose, 
Tne English say of a man who does not form 
very decisive opinions—who is led by what 
others say rather than by bie own jadgment— 
that he ia led by tne nose. Uthers, who do 
themeelves barm when trying to injure an 
enemy, are sali to have cxtofl the nose to epite 
the face. And, in love offsire, whem a rival bee 
been supplanted, it is aid that he has had bis 
nose pnt out of joint. 

A whole ja*ue of our irosl might be filled 
with the homorous all. rion# which have been 
made on t!.e nose. From the very earliest times 
down to the preeent, it would teem aa if there 
were a tacit agreement amoug mankind to make 
the noee want; ct of jest. The following is

Hindoo Abstinence from Animal Food. 


In the new edition of McCalloch’s Geographi- 
eal Dictionary (!our vole, Longman & Co.), Mr. 
F. Martin, the editor, eaye:—“ It is @ popular 
but erroneous notion, that the Hindoos live 
«lmost entirely on a vegetable diet; such s fact 
would be inconsistent with the physical nature 
of man, who, in reality, is omnivorous. The 
most fastidious of the Hindooa in point of diet 
are great eaters of milk and butter; firh is alo 
extensively »sed near all the eea coasts, and 00 
the shores of the principal rivers; and none of 
the people of India hold this description of food 
as abominable, except the inhabitants of the re 
mote interior, who bave mo means of procuring 
it. Even flesh, however capricious in the selec 
tion, is occasionally eaten by the greater portion 
of the Hindoo people, and it is the want of 
means rather than religious scruples that makes 
them refrain from it.
